Out! cousins abroad are rapidly 


gaining the same appreciation of the 
importance, of fruit in the diet as 
has been developed in America, and 
a great deal is being accomplished 
by the "cat-more-fruit" 'campaigns 
of progress in Groat Britain, Ger- 
many and other countries, according 
to the sales manager. 


In addition to the very rapidly 


expanding California orange busi- 
ness in Europe, Mr. King found good 
California grapefruit in increasing 
demand. Mr. King visited the citrus- 
producing districts of Spain, which 
has over 200,000 acres planted to 
oranges. Most of the Spanish crop 
is exported. Although the industry 
is an old one, Mr. King found a very 
low degree of efficiency in Spanish

California. 


George E. Anderson, for thirty-

At 
the age of nineteen he began rail- 
roading with the Chicago & North- 
western, and for twenty years was a. 
passenger conductor betweer. Janea- 
ville, -..."isconsin, and Chicago. In, 
1895 he moved to Covina and bought 
the ten acres known as the Villinger 
property at the corner of Hollen- 
beck and Badillo streets, later sell- 
ing this property and buying a home; 
on Park street, where his death oc- 
curred. For twenty-seven years hs 
made this house his home, living a 
very quiet life, engaging in few ac- 
tivities, but a familiar figure daily 
upon the streets of Covina, known. 
to many hundreds of friends and, 
acquaintances. 


The funeral was held on Tuesday 


afternoon at the mortuary chapel of 
.Custer Jk Christiansen,... the. services

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AZUSA SPORTSMAN URGING 


PROTECTION OF WILD LIFE 


The board of supervisors of Los Angeles county will take 


determined action in conjunction with state officials to bring about 
the actual return of wild life to the Sierra Madre mountains, ac- 
cording to a statement this week by C. H. Howard, member of 
the Azusa city board of trustees, who is leading in the movement 
to propagate fish and restock streams, and to protect deer and 
Other wild life. 
f 


Backed by the Isaac Walton Lea- 


gue of Southern California, Mr. How- 
ard has been holding; several con- 
ferences with the county and federal 
officials, pointing out that over $200,- 
000 was paid to the state last year 
by sportsmen in the south, and that, 
virtually all of this money was ex- 
pended in the streams and in the 
mountains of northern 
California. 


That northern California is a greater 
and more satisfactory sportsman's 
Tealm, Mr. Howard denies, and he 
further declares that a coordinated 
movement in the southern end of 
the state will bring about remark- 
able changes if properly conducted. 


LIONS UNDISTURBED 


"The state pays men to hunt 


mountain lions." Mr. Howard said; 
"but there are no lion hunters work- 
ing the southern ranges. The lions 
are thicker this year than since the 
campaign of extemination began. 
One lion will account for fifty full- 
grown deer and fawns in a single 
•season. 
Lions arc taking vastly 


more deer out of the forest reserves 
than all the sportsmen of southern 
California combined," he declared. 


The Azusa trustee, who sees a mar- 


velous future for the San Gabriel 
canyon and its tributary canyons as 
a people's paradise, says that we 
have no adequate fish hatchery in 
this region, and that nothing is be- 


ing done to combat the enemies of 
fish, principally the species of water 
snakes that feed on the small fry. 
He is working for a comprehensive 
plan of financing, restocking and 
patrol of the region, as against a 
half-hearted 
and 
sporadic system 


that has held up to the present. 


BOUNTIES AVAILABLE 


"Lions, not hunters, have driven 


the deer from the reserve," Mr. 
Howard said. '' There is a bounty 
of $20 on male lions, $30 on females, 
$2.50 on coyotes, foxes and wildcats, 
but the region is not being cared 
for by the state. We need to bring 
about this systematic, protection, af- 
terwards to begin the introduction 
of game and game birds, such as the 
golden pheasant, mountain grouse 
and mountain quail." 


Mr. Howard said that the entire 


membership of the board of super- 
visors had promised hearty support, 
and that the proper approach of 
state officials would be made as soon 
as organization had been effected 
here. 


The Azusa man is calling upon all 


citizens interested in the preserva- 
tion of wild life to communicate 
with him, looking toward the or- 
ganizing of a San Gabriel valley 
unit of sportsmen, after which a plan 
will be outlined to all public offi- 
cials.

A local banking institution, in an advertisement in this 


newspaper last week, had this to say: 


"Prosperity in this community depends upon 


the activity of our home-town enterprises. 
The 


more money spent with our local merchants, manu- 
facturers and professional men, the more will pros- 
perity abound for all of us . . . . Let every dol- 
lar earned in Covina serve home interest and com- 
munity 
welfare." 


That a bank buys space to tell the people this fact should 


mean something in addition to its meaning when a merchant 
urges home trading. .The newspapers know the value of home 
trade loyalty, and use much space to emphasize it. 
Public- 


spirited organizations, like chambers of commerce, often pass 
resolutions favoring it, but don't always succeed in getting 
all their members to follow the advice. 


But men and women are in the habit of going to banks 


for business advice. They buy and sell property, establish 
businesses, on the recommendation of the home-town banker. 
They trust him with their money and they value his advice. 


Look at these words quoted from the banker's advertise- 


ment, and think about it again. It can't be that the banker 
would indulge in any specious statement that he knew was 
fallacious or false. He can't afford to do that. His principal 
asset is integrity and the reputation for telling the truth.

The most picturesque thing we re- 


member about the old English days 
is the annual fairs, when all the pro- 
duce of the outlying districts was 
brought together in a great exhibit. 
A common interest was shown in this 
event. Unity of purpose and unity 
of benefit bound the people together 
and gave them all a fair share of 
the resulting prosperity. 


We have only to refer to the be- 


ginning of the history of this valley 
in which we live to see that its 
entire success was duo to the un- 
breakable unity of its pioneers. What 
would have resulted if a spirit of 
unrest and inharmony had been in 
its place ? Probably the same fate 
would have overtaken it that over- 
took those dead colonies of the At- 
lantic shores. But our pioneers band- 
ed together and fought adversity 
with, a single goal in mind—that of 
developing the valley into a leader 
among the great centers of the coun- 
try. 


It is needless to ask if this purpose 


has been realized. Renowned for its 
moral, financial and healthful advan- 
tages, it has become a district un- 
equalled in its attractions. 


With close association man be- 


comes heedless to his surroundings. 
He ignores the beauty or advantages 
into which he is placed until some- 
thing occurs to open his eyes. This 
valley is like some invaluable pos- 
session left in our hands, still not 
fully developed, and we can only 
show our appreciation of its value 
by using it as the foundation for a 
greater enterprise. 


Possibilities as yet undiscovered 


await him who, aided by the unity 
and cooperation of his fellowmen, 
has the perseverance to uncover 
them. 


Figures That Astound— 


Voluminous data is contained in the report for the fiscal 


year issued by Los Angeles county. More money spent, more 
acreage taxed, higher valuations, greater value in real and 
personal property than any county in the United States by 
far, and greater in all these than some several sovereign 
states combined. A vast principality, richer and bigger than 
some of the kingdoms that figure large in history. 


This is a superlative country in all things. It's a long 


way it has travelled since Richard Dana, author of "Two 
Years Before the Mast," arrived here at San Pedro, and de- 
scribed the forlorn little port and the dirty, insignificant 
Pueblo of the Angels. 


Los Angeles county has 1,273,015 acres of assessed land. 


San Francisco county, always restricted by its huddled con- 
dition on the brow of its magnificent bay, can only assess 
29,760 acres. Value of real estate from the assessment stand- 
point in Los Angeles county is listed at 31,619,292,450. San 
Francisco's assessed valuation is $340.910,660. Value of im- 
provements in Los Angeles county is listed at $903,931,265. 
San Francisco is listed for the same at $317,867,827. Value 
of personal property in Los Angeles county is listed at $409,- 
159,285 ; that of San Francisco, $105,799,908. Alameda county 
is in third place, and far below either of these counties. 


And we know that the era of expansion has just begun. 


Ii is not surprising that some of our eastern folks take our 
figures with decided mental reservations. They don't believe 
all we tell them, and the fact is this tremendous growth is 
well-nigh unbelievable. 


'Roads to Prosperity— 


Years ago an ambitious, enterprising prospector after 


good, cheap farm land found a quarter section of rich soil 
in what is known as a cienega, or spot of damp land, abutting 
a stream that flowed for the most part underground. It was, 
so far as he could determine, a genuine find. 


But the land is there yet, virtually as it was found, un- 


developed and valueless, because it lay sixty mile's from a 
railroad, and no wagon road has ever been built to it. The 
quarter section is about the only good farm land in an area 
of dreary, volcanic waste, and to build a road to it v.-ould 
cost hundreds of times as much as the land would ever be 
worth. 


[ 
Which is just an illustration that land cannot be judged 


wholly by its fertility, or that its value can be determined 
from the volume of crops it can raise. The marketing equa- 
tion lias always been large. Land that lies reasonably near 
a steady market must be selected in these clays. The day 
of building a cabin and ending your days consuming what 
you raise ended with the pioneer period of the western 
prairies. 


Aso, land that has roads past it can be greatly increased 


in value by more and better roads. It used to take a good 
half day to journey from Covina to Pomona in a one-horse 
buggy, and not more than twenty years ago at that. We had 
no improved roads then. At that time the old San Bernar- 
dino ruad Mas fr r the most part a winding dust-trail. We 
have made incredible strides in road improvement since those 
days, but we have just be^un.

Loss in County 


"If as little as ten per cent more 


notorists in the county will take 
precautions against theft of their 
automobiles, it is possible to reduce 
:hese thefts as much as 25 per cent 
within a year," said Under-Sheriff 
Eugene W. Biscailuz to press repres- 
entatives at the' sheriff's office re- 
.ently. 


"Many persons have a mistaken 


conception that if their cars are 
well insured, they do not need to 
take precautions against theft. They 
overlook that, in not taking these 
precautions they are contributing to 
the crime situation. Stealing of au- 
tomobiles is the most prevalent crime 
in Los Angeles county. It involved 
a property loss of between three and 
a half and four millions of dollars 
last year. 


More than half of these thefts 


are committed by juveniles, boy's 
under 18 years of age. Carelessness 
on the part of motor car owners is 
directly aiding in the downfall of 
boys and girls who commit these 
thefts. Nearly every .major crime is 
committed with the aid of a stolen 
car. Boys and girls steal only those 
cars that are easy to take."

class, but is permeating all out-of- 
door life, classes and masses," he 
declared. 
"While horsemanship is 


one of the oldest pastimes in the 
world, the automobile placed it de- 
cidedly in the background, but like 
golf, it has come to be universally 
recognized as not only good sport 
but necessary to the well-being of 
the people. In spite of the fact that 


.'we are not equipped on an adequate 
v; scale with either the horses or 


places where they may be ridden 
safely, the pressure is constant for 
an opportunity to associate again 
in the out-of-doors with the horse, 
the historic friend and companion 
of man." 


TELLS OF PROGRESS 


Mr. Campbell told in detail the 


remarkable improvements in bridle 
paths being made in Santa Barbara 
and Montecito, and of complete sys- 
tems of paths and trails in process 
of building in and around the Los 
Angeles area. He spoke of confer- 
ring with Governor Young concern- 
ing the desirability of establishing 
paths along the state highways, 
where horseback riding can be en- 
joyed in safety and apart from the 
automobile stream. 


W. Le Roy 'Brown, vice president 


of the Bridle Paths Association of 
California, outlined 
the plan by 


which northern and southern Cali- 
fornia are to be connected by con- 
tinuous bridle paths. 
Checking on

Postal rates generally were revised 


upward after the United States en- 
tered the world war in 1917, as part 
of the financial preparation neces- 
sary for the conflict, and there was 
no complaint. Letter postage, for 
instance, was increased 50 per cent. 
A zoning system was established 
for second-class matter, and succes- 
sive rate advances provided for, one 
to become effective in 1920 and 
others in 1921 and 1922. 


Other than to return letter post- 


age to its pre-war level, the higher 
basis for charges not only has been 
maintained, as a rule, but in cases 
has been increased. The latest re- 
vision upward was in 1925, to meet 
salary additions granted postal em- 
ployes. 


It isv conceded by government au- 


thorities that the adjustment of 
schedules has frequently been hasty 
and that iniquities exist. Since the 
purchasing power of the dollar is 
much less than formerly, because 
commodity quotations are higher, the 
postofficc 
department's 
expenses 


have risen. It. is no more immune 
to economic law than any other en- 
terprise. Nor are its employes, a 
fact that was recognized \ghen more 
pay was granted by congress. Hence 
there is no plea on the part of the 
people, ns patrons of the postal ser- 
vice, that rates uniformally be re- 
duced to the prewar level. Perhaps 
the federal authorities cnn argue 
that, in volume, the government is 
collecting only a reasonable sum. 
The situation is different when it 
comes to correcting schedules that, 
as applied, are not benefiting the 
postofficc department and are deter- 
rent to private enterprise. 


The opposition character of second 


class schedules, in relation to some 
matter thus classified, seems to be 
indicated by the fact that between 
1920 .nnd 1925 the weight of news- 
papers, magazines nnd other docu- 
ments.ieatried in the mails decreased 
21,000,000 pounds. This does not 
mean that fewer copies were issued, 
but that other means of transport 
were found to be more economical. 
If rates had remained at the -1920 
level, it has been estimated that the 
volume of second-class mail probably 
would have risen by 400,000,000 
pounds. The reduction supports the 
old truth that, if a charge is made 
too high, it defeats its own purpose 
of a larger income. 


There is a social side, also, in 


considering postal rates. "When they 
are excessive they amount to a bur- 
densome toll on intelligence, which 
is promoted so comprehensively • by 
a rapid exchange of information. 


Chairman Grist, of the house post 


office committee, has introduced r 
bil to r.-duce the postcard rate ii 
firsr-elass mail, to diminish certaii 
charges in the second-class grouping 
nnd to change charges in the third 
class applying to books, catalogues 
seeds, plants and some other arti 
clcs. Measured by the present vol 
ume of business, it would lessen post 
al revenues $10,000,000 annually. On 
the other; hand, through encouraging 
a greater use of the mails, increasec 
business', might offset the loss. Th 
proposal of Chairman Grist, conser 
vative as it is, is in the right di 
rection.
